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Russian  weather  mostly  cooler  for  week  ended  July  25,  following  a 
general  heat  wave .     Good  rains  western  and  central  section  and  parts  of 
western  Siberia.     Other  areas  were  mostly  dry  which  includes  practically 
the  whole  spring  wheat  belt  in  eastern  and  southeastern  European  Russia, 
where  July  is  normally  a  month  of  rather  considerable  rainfall  and  which 
this  year  may  bo  of  more  importance  because  of  late  sowings.     Total  grain 
acreage  harvested  to  July  15  was  below  last  year  with  Ukraine  and  North 
Caucasus  particularly  slow.     (Agricultural  Attache  Stoere,  Berlin,  July 
29.  ) 

Canadian  wheat  crop  prairie  provinces  deteriorated  in  many  areas 
during  week  ended  July  26  as  a  result  of  continued  hot  and  dry  weather. 
Areas  mostly  affected  were  southcentral  and  central  Saskatchewan;  south- 
eastern Alberta  and  the  peace  River  district.    Rain  needed  over  wide  aroa 
in  southern  Saskatchewan  to  prevent  fui^hur  damage.    Manitoba  crops  good 
and  harvesting  is  expocted  to  be  generrl  by  the  first  week  of  August. 
Grasshoppers  still  active,  especially  in  coarse  grains.     Crops  good  in 
southwe stern,   central  and  northern  Alberta;  east  and  west  central  and 
northern  Saskatchewan.     Some  rust  in  Manitoba  but  no  damage  reported. 
(Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics,  Ottawa,  July  26.) 

Japan  wrhoat  crop  now  officially  estimated  at  32,518,000  bushels 
or  somewhat  luss  than  previous  estimate  and  compares  with  30,892,000 
bushels  produced  in  1931.     The  acreage  sown  this  season  is  placed  at 
1,235,000  acres  against  1,231,000  last  year.     (International  Institute 
of  Agriculture,  Rome,  July  29.)

The  preliminary  estimate  of  spring  wheat  acreage  in  Russia,  at  56.3 
million  acres,  compares  with  63  million,  the  preliminary  result  reported 
last  year  and  52.9  million  acres,  the  latest  official  figure  for  last  year. 
The  present  figure  is  about  8  million  acres  short  of  the  plan  for  spring 
wheat  this  year.    Adding  the  winter  wheat  sowings,  the  TJ.S.S.R.  total  wheat 
area  for  harvest  this  year  is  about  88.7  million  acres  against  92  million 
last  year  and  55.8  million  in  1930.    The  total  grain  acreage  harvested  by 
July  10  in  the  U.S.S.R.  was  above  last  year  but  considerably  hehind  in  the 
Black  Sea  region,  particularly  in  Ukraine. 

Recent  reports  from  Europe  indicate  a  lower  quality  crop  in  parts 
of  Prance,  Italy  and  Germany.    The  second  official  production  estimate  of 
the  crop  in  Hungary  is  placed  at  58.1  million  bushels  compared  with  the 
previous  official  estimate  this  year  of  66.5  million  and  a  crop  last  year 
of  72.5  million  bushels.    No  further  changes  in  production  estimates  were 
received  during  the  week.    For  detailed  data,  see  page  137  of  "Foreign 
Crops  and  Markets",  July  25,  1932. 

World  wheat  shipments  for  the  week  ended  July  23  declined  a  half 
million  bushels  from  the  previous  week  to  the  unusually  low  figure  of  8.2 
million  bushels  with  almost  no  movement  from  Argentina.    North  American 
shipments  increased  to  5.1  million  bushels.    For  the  first  three  weeks  of 
July  the  world  shipments  of  wheat  have  totaled  only  27.3  million  bushels 
or  the  smallest  shipments  during  this  period  since  the  small/^crop  of  1924 
and  with  that  exception  the  smallest  in  post-war  years.  Considerably 
smaller  exports  are  expected  from  Russia  this  year  on  account  of  the  late 
sowings,   recent  crop  deterioration  and  lack  of  new  crop  offers  at  this 
late  date,  states  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 
'The  export  movement  from  the  Danube  3asin  surplus  producing  countries  is 
also  expected  to  be  materially  below  that  of  last  year. 

Effective  July  22,  1932,  the  Egyptian  government  increased  the 
sliding  scale  of  import  duties  on  wheat  and  wheat  flour  by  6C  and  80  xnil- 
liemes  per  100  gross  kilos  for  each  category  respectively  (5.2  cents  per 
bushel  and  27  cents  per  barrel  of  196  pounds  basis  current  exchange), 
according  to  the  Department  of  Commerce.    The  present  rates  of  duty  or. 
wheat  and  wheat  flour,  which  become  increasingly  higher  as  the  price  euota- 
tions  become  lower  and  vice  versa,  range  from  28C  to  745  milliemes  per  100 
kilos  on  wheat  or  27  to  73  cents  per  bushel  and  on  flour  550  to  1010  milliemes 
per  100  kilos  or  $1.76  to  $3.23  per  barrel  of  196  pounds,  all  conversions 
at  current  rates  of  exchange. 
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Weather  and  crop  conditions 

Russia 

The  weather  was  hot  and  dry  generally  in  the  European  section  of 
U.S.S.R.  during  the  week  ended  July  16,  though  there  were  some  local  rains 
especially  in  the  North  Caucasus,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  Steere 
at  Berlin.    Central  and  eastern  regions  report  showers  and  cooler  weather. 
The  condition  of .  winter  crops  as  of  July  10  showed  considerable  deterioration 
since  June  in  the  North  Caucasus,   southeastern  Ukraine,  and  eastern  Crimea, 
where  only  average  crops  are  promised  now.    No  report  on  the  spring  crop 
condition  was  available  "but  on  the  "basis  of  weather  data  and  information  at 
hand  it  appears  probable  that  the . deterioration  since  June  would  be  greater 
than  in  the  winter  crop,  Mr.  Steere  points  out. 

Europe 

During  the  week  ended  July  20  temperatures  were  normal  generally  in 
Europe  with  heavy  rains  in  parts  of  Germany,  Prance  and  Switzerland,  but 
continued  dry  in  the  eastern  part  of  Prussia,  Baltic  countries,  Poland, 
parts  of  Czechoslovakia,  and  Austria.    In  parts  of  Prance,  Germany  and  Italy 
recent  heavy  rains  caused  lodging  and  lowered  the  quality  of  the  crop  as 
well  as  delaying  harvest.    The  official  condition  figures  from  Poland  as  of 
July  5  indicate  crops  slightly  above  average.    June  rains  were  favorable  in 
Czechoslovakia,  though  there  was  some  damage  from  thunder  storms  about  the 
middle  of  July.    Drought  has  caused  considerable  damage  to  wheat  in  Sweden. 

European  market  conditions 

The  continental  bread  grain  market  tone  held  about  steady  during 
the  third  week  of  July  though  purchases  appeared  only  for  immediate  needs, 
according  to  Agricultural  Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    Some  small  transactions' 
in  Argentine,  Australian  and  Canadian  wheats  were- reported  on  the  Netherlands 
market.    The  Belgian  market  was  fairly  steady  with  a  small  turnover  of 
Argentine  and  United  States  wheats.    In  France  the  supply  of  old  wheat  was 
almost  exhausted  and  offers  of  new  wheat  were  small.    Stocks  of  old  wheat 
in  Czechoslovakia  are  very  short  according  to  semi-official  estimates  and  ' 
further  imports  are  anticipated  before  the  new  harvest.    The  Austrian  market 
was  fairly  firm  but  quiet.    The-  German  market  appeared  featureless  with  spot 
prices  firm  but  little  change  in  futures.    The  spot  price  of  wheat  at  Berlin 
on  July  20  was  $1.57  compared  with  $1.53  a  week  ago.    No  price  for  rye  was 
received  this  week.

Summary  of  recent  feed  grair.  information 

The  preliminary  estimates  of  Russian  spring  "barley  sowings  are  report- 
ed at  16,062,000  acres  compared  with  15,814,000  acres  last  year,  rhile  spring 
sowings  of  oats  amount  to  38,795,000  acres  against  42,501,000  acres  in  1931. 
The  1932  European  "barley  production  as  reported  "by  9  countries  now  stands 
18.5  per  cent  above  that  of  last  year  on  account  of  increases  in  the  pre- 
vious estimates  for  Spain  and  Hungary  to  115,785,000  bushels  and  27,006,000 
bushels,  respectively.     The  production  in  the  15  Northern  Hemisphere  countries 
reported  totals  934,887,000  "bushels,  an  increase  of  22  per  cent"  over  the 
1951  harvest  in  those  countries.    The  1932  oats  production  in  9  European 
countries  reported,  including  a  small  decrease  in  the  earlier  estimate  for 
Hungary,   stands  at  678,396,000  bushels,  about  3  per  cent  larger  than  the 
1931  production.    The  total  production  in  the  12  Northern  Hemisphere  countries 
reported  totals  1,904,113,000  "bushels,  an  increase  of  7  per  cent.    For  detailed 
acreage  and  production  estimates,  see  last  week's  "Foreign  Crops  and  Market  s"  • 

Favorable  crop  condition  reports  have  been  received  from  several 
countries  recently.     In  Canada  early  oats  and  "barley  are  heading  out  in  some 
localities  and  later  sown  acreage,  while  uneven  and  spotty,  has  received 
great  benefit  from  the  moisture  received  since  the  beginning  of  the  month. 
Above  average  conditions  for  both  barley  and  oats  are  indicated  at  the 
beginning  of  July  in  Csecho Slovakia,  Poland  and  Switzerland.     In  Lithuania, 
Denmark,  and  the  Netherlands,  on  the  other  hand,  condition  reports  from  the 
first  to  the  middle  of  the  month  are  a  little  below  average. 

Exoorts  of  corn  from  Argentina  during  the  week  ended  July  16  continued 
heavy,  while  -rices  remained  at  about  the  level  of  the  past  few  weeks.

Germany  corn  monopoly  to  include  grain  sorghums 

The  possibilities  for  American  exports  of  grain  sorghums  to  Gcrmany 
now  seem    to  be  very  unfavorable  as  compared  with  the  business  during  the 
past  year  as  a  result  of  these  feeds  being  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  German  corn  monopoly  by  the  decree  of  July  8,  1932,  states  Agricultural 
Attache  Steere  at  Berlin.    The  large  movement  of  grain  sorghums  from  the 
United  States  to  Germany  in  1931-32,  compared  with  very  small  shipments  pre- 
viously, has  oeen  primarily  due  to  a  loop-hole  in  the  wall  of  government 
measures  supporting  grain  production  in  Germany.    High  tariffs  on  cereals  gen- 
erally, both  bread  grains  and  feed  grains  have  been  maintained  as  part  of  the 
government  policy  of  protection  and  aid  to  agriculture. 
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It  has  not  been  possible,  however,  Mr.  Steere  points  out,  to  fix  a 
high  duty  on  corn  because  the  comparatively  low  rate  of  RM  2.50  for  100 
kilos  (15  cents  per  bushel  or  $5.40  per  ton)  is  bound  in  commercial  treaties 
with  Danube  countries.    A  corn  monopoly  was  therefore  set  up  two  years  ago 
to  prevent  unhampered  competition  of  corn  with  domestic  feed  grains.  The 
general  scheme  of  operation  is  one  whereby  the  monopoly  fixes  the  price  at 
which  corn  is  sold  in  the  domestic  market  and  charges  importers  a  tax  of 
around  EM  75  per  metric  ton  ($16.21  per  short  ton)-  for  the  privilege  of  im- 
porting and  selling  corn.    This  amount  is  in  addition  to  the  $5.40  per  ton 
duty.    The  monopoly  price  for.  corn  in  the  past  year  has  ranged  from  RM  140.00 
to  RM  195  per  metric  ton  ($30.25  to  $42.14  per  short  ton),  the  latter  being 
the  current  price  per  ton  for  corn  other  than  Rumanian  which  sells  at  RM  180 
($38.90). 

Before  the  corn  monopoly  was  set  up,  grain  sorghums  were  imported 
into  Germany  in  very  small  quantiti  es, .  because  feeders  preferred  corn  at 
normal  market  prices^    Since  grain  sorghums,  however,  are  classified  with 
corn  in  the  German  tariff  register  and  pay  the  same  tariff,  $5.40  per  ton, 
but  were  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  corn  monopoly,  it  was  soon  dis- 
covered by  importers  that  grain  sorghums  could  be  brought  in  and  sold  at 
low  prices  in  relation  to  corn,  the  price  of  which  was  held  at  a  relatively 
high  level  by  the  monopoly.    Importers  and  feeders  therefore  began  to  take 
advantage  of  the  situation  with  the  result  that  grain  sorghums  were  imported 
in  steadily  increasing  quantitites  in  the  past  year.    Por  the  7  months  l"o**en- 
bej-  to  May  inclusive  this  year,  United  States  exports  of  grain  sorghums 
lo  Germany  amounted  to  7,200,000  bushels  Compared  with  481,000  during  the 
12  months  last  year  and  36,000  bushels  for  1929-1930  (November  to  October). 
With  corn  exports  discouraged  it  may  be  inferred  that  these  increased  ex- 
ports were  almost  entirely  grain  sorghums. 

Grain  sorghum  imports  from  now  on,  however,  will  be  under  the 
administration  of  the  monopoly  which  will  charge  the  importers  tax  of  $16.21 
per  ton  (the  ttax  for  corn  is  understood  to  be  about  the  same)  but  no  fixed 
price  is  being  established  for  grain  sorghums.    The  cost  of  sorghums  plus 
tariff  and  tax  totals  up  to  about  $38.90  per  ton,  so  that  there  is  little 
or  no  possibility  it  appears,  of  their  competing  with  corn  at  the  prices 
fixed  for  the  latter.    Importers  anticipate  that  imports  of  sorghums  vail 
be  relatively  insignificant  for  the  next  several  months,  Mr.  Steere  con- 
cludes.

Anglo-Egyptian  Sudan  cotton  production  ir-creased 

The  final  total  yield  of  the  1931-32  Sudan  cotton  crop,  released  by 
the  Department  of  Agri cultur e  and  Forests  of  the  Sudan  Government  is  es- 
timated at  206,000  "bales  of  478  pounds  compared  with  106, OCC  bales  for 
1930-31,  according  to  a  cable  from  Mr-  ?.  E.  ITorris,  Cotton  Specialist  at 
Cairo.    The  total  area  under  cotton  is  placed  at  335,858  acres.    The  Gezira 
area,  which  produces  Sakellaridis  cotton,  with  an  acreage  of  201,350  acres, 
reports  final  yields  at  167,000  bales.    The  other  Sakel  areas  are  estimated 
to  yield  20,000  bales  or  a  total  for  the  irrigated  Sakel  area  of  187,000 
bales.    The  American  irrigated  cotton  is  estimated  at  9,000  bales  while  the 
total  yield  for  the  American  rain  grown  is  placed  at  about  10,000  bales. 

Egyptian  cotton  acreage  reduced 

The  Egyptian  cotton  area  for  1932-33  is  now  placed  officially  at 
1,135,000  acres,  a  reduction  of  35  per  cent  under  the  1,747,000  acres 
reported  for  last  year,  according  to  a  July  23  cable  from  Mr.  ?.  K.  ITorris, 
Cotton  Specialist  at  Cairo.    This  reduction  is  said  to  be  due  to  acreage 
restriction,  the  low  price  of  cotton,  encouragement  of  a  larger  wheat  crop 
by  increases  in  import  duties,  and  the  removal  of  rice  growing  restric- 
tions. 

The  final  estimate  of  the  1931-32  cotton  crop  released  by  the 
Egyptian  government  on  June  6,  1932  was  placed  at  1,287,000  bales  of  478 
pounds  against  1,715,000  bales  for.  1930-31,  according  to  a  report  from 
Mr.  Horris.    The  crop  is  reported  under  four  heads  cr  divisions,  of  which 
273,000  bales  were  of  the  Sakellaridis  variety;  other  long  staply  varieties 
yielded  100,000  bales,  the  medium  staple  varieties,  57,000  bales  and  short 
staple  varieties  857,000  bales. 

The  Egyptian  government  stocks  of  1931-32  cotton  held  at  Alexandria 
at  the  end  of  May  equalled  370,000  bales,  while  on  May  31  of  last  year 
the  total  holdings  amounted  to  514,000  bales,  and  for  the  season  1929-30, 
531,000  bales.    Of  the  total  holdings  this  year,  186,000  bales  were  of  the 
Sakellaridis  variety.    See  table,  page  186 . 


BICE 

■  -.ter  supply  increases  E.-ryptian  rice  acreage 

with  the  File  flow  larger  at  mid-June  than  a  year  earlier,  the 
Egyptian  Delta  rice  area  is  expected  to  reach  about  519,000  acres, 
according  to  Cotton  Specialist  ?.  K.  ITorris  at  Cairo.    That  figure 
would  be  almost  a  maximum  acreage  if  it  is  all  harvested.    'The  flow  of 
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water  was  showing  an  increase  at  the  time  of  reporting,  as  against  a 
decline  at  this  time  last  year.     In  seasons  of  reduced  flow,  rice  plant- 
ing is  restricted  to  provide  more  water  for  cotton  and  other  crops. 


HOPS 

Smaller  European  hop  crop  in  prospect 

Indications  are  for  a  European  crop  of  hops  "below  that  of  1931, 
owing  largely  to  less  favorable  conditions  in  Germany,  France  and  Poland, 
according  to  advices  from  Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin. 
In  Czechoslovakia,  an  average  to  a  good  average  crop  is  expected,  the 
Central  European  Hop  Bureau  at  Saaz  reports.     In  Germany,  a  full  crop 
appears  impossible,  while  in  France  the  acreage  is  smaller  than  last  year 
Poland  reports  an  acreage  reduction  of  25  per  cent  "below  last  year.  Some 
improvement  from  early  season  conditions  is  noted  for  Yugoslavia,  but 
they  are  still  irregular.     In  Belgium  there  has  been  some  acreage  reduc- 
tion, but  efforts  are  being  made  to  produce  quality  hops  where  their  pro- 
duction has  been  undertaken. 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  WOOL 

Australia  has  large  wool  supply  in  prospect 

The  1932-33  Australian  wool" clip,  still  unofficially  estimated 
at  about  3,168,000  bales,  may  be  augmented  by  a  carryover  considerably 
larger  than  last  year,  according  to  mid- June  advices  from  Agricultural 
Commissioner  E.  C.  Paxton  at  Sydney.     Carryover  estimates  range  from 
90,000  bales  to  146,000  bales  against  54,000  bales  last  year.  Current 
figures,  however,  are  not  thought  excessive  in  view  of  the  1931-32  clip 
having  reached  about  $,100,000  bales.    That  figure  is  an  interpolation 
of  trade  announcements  of  probable  volumes  handled  during  the  12  months 
ended  June  30,  1932.    The  trade  estimates  further  that  of  the  1932-33 
clip,  2,388,000  bales  would  represent  merino  wool  and  492,000  bales 
would  represent  crossbred  wool.    No  confidence  is  expressed  in  Australia 
as  to  any  immediate  improvement  in  prices  at  the  opening  of  the  1932-33 
season.    New  clip  wool  promises  heavier' weights  per  fleece  than  in  1931-3 
with  quality  well  maintained.    The  new  lamb  crop  is  especially  heavy, 
with  conditions  unusually  good.    There  is  plenty  of  pasture  and  stored 
feed.  ,  . 
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Wool  receipts  into  Australian  "brokers'   stores  were  12.1  per  cent 
larger  for  the  period  July-May  1931-32  than  in  the  corresponding  1930- 
31  period,  according  to  trade  association  figures  forwarded  by  Wool 
Specialist  K.  E.  Reed  at  London.    Sales  vrere  8.8  per  cent  larger  than 
in  1930-31,  hat  stocks  on  hand  on  May  31,  1932  were  170.3  per  cent 
heavier  than  a  year  earlier.    Wool  shipments  from  Australia  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1932  were  only  4  per  cent  ahead  of  1931,  according  to 
unofficial  returns.    An  advance  of  33.7  per  cent  in  shipments  to  Japan, 
the  second  largest  "buyer,  accounts  for  most  of  the  increase  over  1931. 
Shipments  to  the  United  Eingdom  for  1932  vrere  16.7  per  cent  larger  and 
the  movement  to  Italy  advanced  51.6  per  cent,  but  shipments  to  other 
important  consuming  countries  were  generally  smaller  this  year  than 
last.    See  table,  page  136  . 

South  African  wool  exports  exceed  last  year 

For  the  1931-32  season  to  June  4,  wool  exports  from  the  Union  of 
South  Africa  reached  289,547,000  pounds,  grease  basis,  against  275,160,000 
pounds  for  the  corresponding  1930-31  period,  according  to  Agricultural 
Attache  C.  C.  Taylor  at  Pretoria.    Experts  during  May  1932  were  consid- 
erably larger  than  for  a  year  earlier,  and  brought  the  current  season' s 
total  up  from  behind  that  of  last  season.    Exports  to  the  United  Kingdom 
were  only  slightly  larger  than  last  year,  but  there  was  a  material  advance 
in  exports  to  the  Continent.    There  was  a  decline  in  the  small  exports 
to  the  United  States  and  other  countries.    Business  with  gold-standard 
continental  countries  has  been  more  attractive  than  business  with  the 
United  Kingdom.    All  exports  have  enjoyed  the  export  subsidy  of  25  per 
cent.     It  was  expected  that  June  30,  1932  port  stocks  of  wool  would  be 
smaller  than  the  May  31  stocks  of  73,756  bales  but  larger  than  the  June 
30,  1931  stocks  of  40,000  bales.    The  trade  has  been  encouraged  by  the 
reduction  of  stocks,  which  stood  at  187, 556 . bales  on  January  31,  1932. 


FRUIT,  VEGETABLES  AMD  NUTS 

Cuban  and  Puerto  Rican  rineapcle  -plantings  curtailed 

Low  prices  realized  for  the  1932  pineapple  crop  have  caused  growers 
in  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico  to  reduce  pineapple  plantings  much  below  normal. 
Mr.  A.  S.  Mason,  Supervising  Inspector,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico,  reports  that  the  acreage  set  out  ~rith  pineapple 
slips  this  year  may  be  75  per  cent  below  the  past  year' s  plantings.  In 
Cuba  the  reduction  in  acreage  is  placed  at  about  50  per  cent  by  William 
B.  Murray,  American  Vice  Consul,  Habana,  Cuba.    The  decrease  in  the  1932 
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pineapple  plantings  should  not  affect  the  1933  production  to  any  marked 
extent,  since  the  plants  set  out  in  1931  will  then  he  in  full-hearing, 
hut  the  1934  crop  will  be  reduced  materially.     Consequently  exports  of 
fresh  pineapples  from  Cuba,  and  Puerto  Rico  should  he  much  smaller  in 
1934  than  in  any  recent  year.     Considerable  quantities  of  Puerto  Hi can 
pineapple  have  sold  for  as  low  as  $3.00  a  thousand  at  the  packing  house 
this  year  against  $20  to  $25  in  1931  and  $45  to  $60  in  1930. 


THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IN  OILS  AND  OILSEEDS 

Last  week  we  published  a  summary  statement  on  the  current  situation 
in  vegetable  oils  and  oilseeds.     That  statement  was  accompanied  by  dis- 
cussions of  the  lard  and  lard  substitutes,  and  butter  and  margarine  situ- 
ations, together  with  some  details'  covering  vegetable  oil  developments  in 
the  United  States  in  1931-32.    Below  appear  statements  and  statistics 
summarizing  the  foreign  trade  in  vegetable  and  animal  oils  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  4  leading  European  importing  countries.    Some  detailed 
attention  is  given  also  to  the  United  States  export  trade  in  vegetable 
oils  and  oilseeds.     This  iss\ie  includes  also  material  on  the  world's 
production  of  oil-bearing  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels. 

International  trade 

Net  imports  of  vegetable  and  animal  fats  and  oils,  including  the 
oil  equivalents  of  oleaginous  raw  materials,  into  the  five  most  important 
consuming  markets  of  Germany,  the  United  Kingdom,  the  United  States, 
Prance,  and  the  Netherlands,  during  1931  were  slightly  below  those  for 
1930.     In  the  aggregate,  the  net  imports  of  these  commodities  in  the  five 
countries  specified  amounted  during  1931  to  3,619,000  short  tons  as  com- 
pared with  3,632,000  short  tons  in  1930. 

Pats  and  oils  derived  directly  from  the  vegetable  kingdom  consti- 
tuted in  the  aggregate  the  bulk  of  the  fats  and  oils  imported  by  these 
countries,  although  in  the  case  of  the  United  Kingdom  considerably  more 
animal  fats  and  oils  than  vegetable  fats  and  oils  were  imported  in  1931. 
The  total  imports  of  all  animal  and  vegetable  fats  and  oils  into  the  five 
countries  specified  amounted  to  4,967,000  short  tons  in  1931  of  which 
3,424,000  short  tons  or  68.9  per  cent  were  directly  of  vegetable  origin, 
and  1,543,000  short  tons  or  31.1  per  cent  of  animal  origin.     During  1930 
these  countries  imported  5,073,000  short  tons  of  fats  and  oils  of  which 
3,552,000  short  tons  or  70.0  per  cent  wore  of  vegetable  origin,  and 
1,521,000  short  tons,  or  30.0  per  cent  of  animal  origin. 
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In  the  exports  and  reexports  of  this  group  of  countries,  however, 
the  animal  fats  and  oils  constitute  slightly  more  than  half  of  the  total. 
This  is  due  to  the  large  export  trade  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Netherlands  in  animal  fats  and  oils.     In  the  aggregate  the  total  exports 
and  reexports  of  all  animal  and  vegetable  fats  and  oils  by  the  five  coun- 
tries specified  amounted  to  1,348,000  short  tons  in  1931  as  compared  with 
1,441,000  short  tons  in  1930.    Of  those  quantities  the  animal  fats  and  oil 
constituted  702,000  short  tons  or  52.1  per  cent  of  the  total  in  1931  as 
compared  with  751,000  short  tons,  or  52.1  per  cent  of  the  total  in  1930. 

United  States 

Statistics  on  the  United  States  export  trade  of  vegetable  fats 
and  oils  for  1931  show  an  increase  of  8.5  per  cent  over  1930,  including 
the  oil  equivalent  of  exrorted  oleaginous  raw  materials.  Exports  of 
animal  fats  and  oils,  declined  9.7  ocr  cent.  The  decline  in  exports 
of  animal  products  was  due  to  the  smaller  shipments  of  lard  and  lard 
compounds,  tallow,  olea  and  lard  stearins,  and  olco  oil.  See  tables 
pages' 160  and  163  .  Import  figures  appeared  on  pages  129  to  135,  last 
issue. 

United  Kingdom 

British  imports  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils  in  1931  were  somewhat 
larger  than  during  1930,  having  amounted  to  742,000  short  tons  as  against 
724,000  short  tons  in  1930..    This  increase  was  due  mainly  to  increased 
imports  of  seeds,  nuts,  and  kernels  for  oil  crushing  purposes,  which 
amounted  in  1931  to  1,538,000  short  tons  with  an  oil  equivalent  of 
447,000  short  tons  as  against  1,382,000  short  tons  of  seeds,  nuts,  end 
kernels,  with  an  oil  equivalent  of  396,000  short  tons  in  1930.    The  im- 
ports of  vegetable  fats  and  oils  as  such  amounted  to  only  295,000  short 
tons  in  1951  as  against  328,000  short  tons  in  1930.    The  British  imports 
of  animal  fats  and  oils  increased  by  13.6  per  cent  during  1931,  having 
amounted  to  325,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  726,000  short  tons  in 
1930,    This  increase  was  due  mainly  to  larger  imports  of  butter  and  fish 
and  marine  oils.     The  export  trade  in  vegetable  and  animal  fats  and  oils 
shows  very  little  change  from  that  of  1930.     See  tables,  pages  164  and 
165.  - 

Germany 

Total  imports  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils,  including  the  oil  equiva- 
lent to  oleaginous  raw  materials,  into  Germany  during  1931  were  7.6  rer 
cent  below  those  of  1930.     Imports  of  vegetable  f  ats  and  oils  declhied  by 
12.5  per  cent  while  imports  of  oil  in  the  form  of  seeds,  nuts,  and  kernels 
declined  by  6.9  per  cent,    Germany  is  the  most  important  importer  of  the 
five  countries  covered  in  this  review,  of  seeds,  nuts  and  kernels.  Ehile 
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the  German  imports  of  these  raw  materials  during  1931  were  slightly  greater  ( 
than  in  1930,  the  actual  oil  equivalent  of  those  imports  was  lower  "because 
of  the  reduced  imports  of  certain  products  with  a  relatively  high  oil 
content,  such  as  peanuts,  palm  kernels,  copra,  and  sesame  seed.    As  far 
as  the  1931  German  imports  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils  as  such  are  concerned, 
there  were  declines  in  all  items  except  palm  oil  and  peanut  oil.    The  Ger- 
man imports  of  animal  fats  and  oils  during  1931  show  a  decline  of  12.4  per 
cent  compared  with  1930,  due  mainly  to  lower  imports  of  "butter,  fish  oils 
and  tallow.    The  German  export  trade  in  fats  and  oils  were"  lower  than  at 
any  time  during  the  past  five  years.     See  table,  pages  166  and.    167 ♦ 

France 

French  imports  of  vegetable  oils  and  fats  in  the  form  of  seeds, 
nuts,  and  kernels  increased  by  2.5  per  cent  during  1931  but  imports  of 
vegetable  fats  and  oils  as  such  declined  by  31.6  per  cent.      In  the  aggre- 
gate, the  total  imports  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils,  including  seeds,  nuts, 
and  kernels,  converted  to  their  oil  equivalent,  were  3.2  per  cent  below 
those  of  1930.      The  French  imports  of  shelled  peanuts,  soy  beans,  and  lin- 
seed show  increases  but  imports  of  all  other  seeds,  nuts  and  kernel  s 
declined.    In  the  imports  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils  as  such  there  were 
increases  only  in  the  purchases  of  coconut  oil  and  linseed  oil.  Imports 
of  animal  fats  and  oils  show  a  slight  increase,  due  to  larger  imports  of 
butter.    Exports  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils,  including  the  oil  equivalent 
of  the  oleaginous  raw  materials,  were  larger  in  1931  than  for  a  number  of 
years,  due  mainly  to  increased  exports  of  peanut  oil.    Exports  of  animal 
fats  and  oils  declined.    See  table,  pages  168   and  169. 

Netherlands 

The  Netherlands  imports  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils,  including  the 
oil  equivalent  of  imported  seeds,  nuts,  and  kernels,  show  an  increase  of 
4.8  per  cent  in  1931  compared  with  1930.    The  Netherlands  imports  of 
vegetable  fats  and  oils  as  such,  however,  were  lower  than  at  any  time  dur- 
ing the  past  five  years.    This  decline  in  the  imports  of  vegetable  fats 
and  oils  as  such  was  more  than  offset  by  the  increased  imports  of  olea- 
ginous raw  materials.    During  1931  the  Netherlands  imported  804,000  short 
tons  of  oleaginous  raw  materials  with  an  oil  equivalent  of  289,000  short 
tons  as  against  600,000  tons  of  raw  materials  with  an  oil  equivalent  of 
232,000  short  tons  in  1930.    These  increases  took  place  mainly  in  the 
imports  of  linseed,  sunflower  seed,  soy  beans  and  peanuts.    Imports  of  , 
such  raw  materials  as  copra,  palm  kernels,  sesame  seed,  hemp  seed,  and 
mustard  seed,  declined  materially.    The  Netherlands  imports  of  animal  fats 
and  oils  declined  materially  during  1931,  due  mainly  to  lower  imports  of 
fish  and  marine  oils.      The  Netherlands  exports  of  vegetable  fats  and  oils, 
including  the  oil  equivalent  of  the  oleaginous  raw  materials,  declined  by 
10.3  per  cent  in  1931,  while  the  exports  of  animal  fats  and  oils,  declined 
by  5.9  per  cent.    See  tables,  pages  170  and  171.

Preliminary  figures  on  the  world  production  of  cottonseed  indicates 
that  the  production  for  1931-32  will  be  slightly  larger  than  in  1930-31. 
According  to  present  indications  this  year's  crop  will  total  12,350,000 
short  tons  compared  with  11,625,000  last  year  and  12,496,000  in  1928  and' ' 
1929-.    The  cottonseed  crop  far  exceeds  all  other  oil  producing  seeds  grown 
in  the  United  States.

The  coconut  crop  during  the  past  year  was  exceptionally  good  in  * 
Dutch  East  Indies.    During  the  early  part  of  the  present'  year  shipment's 
from  there  were  10  per  cent  higher  than  a  year  ago,'  duo'  t'o  a  bettor'  'demand. 
Freight  to  Europe  has  been  reduced  so  that  Dutch  East'  Tnd'ian'  exporters'  can 
now  compete  with  producers  in  Ceylon  and  British  Malaya*. '  '  During'  the  first 
quarter  of  the  present  yoar  shipments  from  Java  and*  Madura  wore  approxi- 
mately five  times  greater  than  during  the  whole  of  1931'.  '  Exports  of  copra 
and  coconut  oil  from  the  Philippine  Islands'  increased'  slightly"  during  the 
past -year.  •  In  Ceylon  the  yield  was  particularly'  low  on  account  of  last 
year's  drought  and  curtailment  of  acreage.    Shipments  of  copra  from  Ceylon 
decreased  during  the  past  year  on  account  of  the' small ' crop  and' the' in- 
creased utilization  of  coconut  oil  in  India. '  'Low  prices  prevailed  through- 
out the  year.    Soo  table,  page  181. 

Although  the  world  production  of  soy  beans  is  slightly 'more ' this 
year  than  last,  it  is  still  about  1 , 300 ,000  •  short  tons  logs  'than "the  record 
crop  of  1930.     Indications  are  the  crop  for  the 'coming  year 'will 'tie "cvdri 
less  than  in  1931  in  Manchuria,  which  is  the  largest  producer  6f  "3tfy  beans 
and  supplies  97  per  cent  of  the  soy  beans  exported  from  China.    'The  export 
movement  of  the  1931  crop  of  soy  beans  was  much  larger  than  expected. 
Prices  are  somewhat  lower  than  last  year.     Seo  table,  page  179.  *  ' '  ' 

■  India,  which  supplies  about  54  per  cent  of  the  world's  commercial 
supply  of  peanuts,  reports  a  crop  of  3,346,528  short  tens  for  the  season 
1931-32  compared  with  2,988,126  short  tons  during  the  previous  season. 
This  is  the  largest  crop  of  peanuts  produced  in  India  since'  the  1928-29  sea 
son  when  3,596,287  short  tons  were  harvested.     The  crop  .f  peanuts  in  Niger 
ia  is  also  reported  to  be  in  excess  of  the  previous  season's  supply.  The 
use  of  poanut  oil  as  a  food  oil  is  steadily  increasing  in  the  European  coun 
tries,  especially  in  Franco.    See  tahlo,  page  176. 

Africa  is  the  main  source  of  supply  for  palm  oil.    Nigeria  is  the 
world's  largest  exporter  of  palm  kernels.     The  average  annual  export  is 
about  280,000  sh >rt  tons.     Sierre  Lecno,  the  Gold  Coast  and  Gambia  arc  also 
large  producers  of  oil  palm  products.     The  world  exports  of  palm  oil  and

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The  production  of  fl^xsood  in  thj  crop  year  1931-32  in  the  five  principal 
producing  countries  showed  r.n  increase  of  1,000,000  short  tens  compared  with  the 
previous  year.    This  increase  was  duo  to  the  record  crop  of  flaxseed  in  Argentina, 
which  is  by  far  the  largest  producer  of  flaxseed  in  the  world.    Figures  for 
Russia,  another  large  producer,  is  n  t  available.
